London, Oct. lo. — Opinion hero on the 
war prospects in Bulgaria may he gather- 
ed by tho following extracts from load- 
ing journals. The Times' says: "There is 
still a possibility of averting rosort to 
forco." 

Tho Standard says: Throughout tho 
continent the air smells of gunpowder. 
An outbreak of hostilities is a probable 
contingency. 

- Tho Daily News says: "It is possible 
thai- a peaceful solution of the dilliculty 
may bo found." 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette publishes to-day 
a secret memorandum addressed to the 
admiralty by Lord Charles Hereaford, 
junior naval lord, in which he says ho 
feels bound to put on record a protest 
against tho entire unreadiness of England 
furwar. Ho dwells at great length on 
the Lack of armament, defenses and per- 
sonnel, and declares that there io at head- 
quarters absolutely no plan of operation 
in case of an outbreak of hostilities.. Un- 
less a man of famous energy and genius 
should be created by need, England 
would bo face to face with an irreparable 
calamity. 

RUSSIA MEANS AiioltKSSION. 

New York, Oct. 13. — Thomas Power 
O'Uonnir cables from London to tho 
Star: In Russian cities tho czar's alloged 
declarations to tho contrary notwithstand- 
ing, tho only ^practical solution of the 
Balkan problem spoken of is temporary 
occupation of the Bulgarian strongholds 
and chief centres of population and com- 
merce before' snow tiitis. The action of 
Austria is uncertain. (An influential par- 
ty of men favor a friendly agreement be- 
tween A'liitria and Russia for a simul- 
taneous march southward, with Salonica 
on one side and Constantinople on tho 
other. England assuredly will not lift a 
finger against Russia without an alliance 
willi one of the great powers outside of 
Turkey Yet there is not a Binglo Bign 
worthy of notice of success iu tho pro- 
posed Cfi/e/ire eordiitle between England 
and Austria against Russia. On the other 
hand there are many indications of a se- 
cret understanding botween Austria and 
Russia, through Germany, ti partition 
the Ottoman empire in Europe between 
them.

New York, Oct. 13. — Labouchere ca- 
bles from London: "Whother Bulgaria 
will bo Austrian, Russian, Turkish or 
Bulgarian is a matter that no moro con- 
corns us than whether Silting Bull or 
SwimmiiiL! Froi> is chief of some tribo of 
red LidiatiB in tho Rocky mountain re- 
gion. We fail to realize this because of 
a crazo which leads us to imagine that 
our mission is to koep an eye upon Rua 
sia.

THE SEWERAGE SCHEME, 

Last night's mooting of thu council wus 
characterized by thu liirye amount of 
business accomplished in a short time. 
Perhaps tho most notowoithy work done 
waa the introduction by Councillor Big- 
gins of a sewerage achomo for the city. 
This has been indoed a labor of love with 
the cornniitteo, and the oity owes thorn a 
debt of gratitude for tho untiring atten- 
tion they have given in arranging the de- 
tails of so vastly important a public work. 
Who can question the fact that some 
scheme for perfecting the drainage of the 
city haa beoomo absolutely necessury ? 
Too long has the matter boon deferred, 
uud if indefinitely postponed only the 
greatest injury can result. Visitors to 
our city are charmed with tho pictureBque- 
iiesa of its situation and tho salubrity of 
its climate; but they oomplain that we are 
behind tho times in other matters. Our 
■water, they say, could not well bo worse, 
and our drainago is abominable. While 
these remarks are not complimentary they 
are. none thu Iobs true, and wo are 
nut in a position to defend ourselves 
from such criticisms. Tho fruitful sources 
of disease and misery are being 
sown in tho city every hour of the day, 
and as we writo several citizens are lying 
on bods of sickness attributable to tho 
lack of wholesome unitary regulations. 
Tho stop taken by the council last night 
was one in tho right] direction, and is a 
cheering sign that the city's re- 
presentatives have its beat interests 
at heart. The schemo is a thoroughly 
practicable one, as our roadora will see by 
ita careful perusal in our columns thia 
morning. It is tho result of much thought 
and labor and has commended itself to the 
aeworage committee. Ample time has 
been given for the rest of the councillors, 
and the public generally, t > inform them- 
selves of its details, and in another month it 
will be for thu council to say whelher or 
not it shall bo submitted to the people at 
the polls. There is little doubt that such 
a result will bo attained, and aa little that 
tho property-holders will sustain tho ac- 
tion of tho council. Who that has any 
love for, and pride in, his native city can 
refuse to supply her with all the requisites 
that will make her in very truth the 
Queen oily of tho WeBtf" 

A NOTHER KnTqUtYrRA NT. 

An evening contemporary has sprung to 
the rescue of Mr. Justice Walkem whose 
fnlsome and otlioious defence of tho ohief 
justice in the ahargo to a Lyttou grand jury 
has been variously commented upon dur- 
ing the past two days. Our contemporary 
takes the ground that tho defenco was "al- 
together lovely" and tho correct thing under 
the cireumstancos. There is just where we 
differ from him, and maintain that it was 
entirely unnecessary and out of place as 
coming from Mr. Walkom. EJad the ad- 
dress erntmatad from the full bench it would 
Lave been eminently proper; but coming from 
tho junior puisne judge and addressed to a 
body of Citizons who were not acquainted 
with any of the circumstances of the caso, 
it was ridiculous. Only a few days ago the 
very paper which now applauds Mr. AValk- 
eia's defence of the chief justice re-pub- 
lished from tho San Francisco Alta the most 
outrageous libel that haa ever appeared on 
this coast against a judge. It 
was directed at Sir Matthew Baillle 
Hegbio. It was a tissue of false- 
hoods from beginning to end. The 
Times knew it to bo such and under the 
llirnsy guise of a denial scattered the libel 
broadcast in this community. For doing 
far less than this history records that a 
libel tuit was once instituted against a 
newspaper proprietor in Canada. And 
yet the chief justice, with tho lofty disre- 
gard of puny efforts to damagu his repu- 
tation which has ever characterized him 
has not deigned to notice even tho libel 
ur the libeller I The Times waa chosen 
by Air. Walkem to disseminate his 
"spceoh." When next ho undertakes to 
defend the character of a judge of tho 
supreme court let him turn to tho first 
page of the Times of October uth and air 
bio ••pinion of the man who would write 
and tho Victoria editor who would repro- 
duce the article that appears therein. It 
exceeds in coarse expletive, cold brutality, 
and deliberate falsehood any article tln>t 
haB over appeared in the press of thia pro- 
vince against the chief justice or any other 
otlicial in British Columbia. And yet the 
Times has not been served ! Evidence 
of the utter contempt in which Sir Mat- 
thew holds tho malicious mind that con- 
ceived and tho vindictive spirit that gave 
the article wing. 

TBS PREMIER M03SBA0K AND 
A PUBLIC MARKET. 

Our esteemed morning contemporary 
having assorted that tho editor of The Col 
onist at one time opposed a public market 
was invited to statu when, where and 
how ho had acted so naughtily, fiy way 
of reply our revered friend quotes from 
this journal in 1 ft" I to allow that wo thon 
opposed. — What does the reader think/ 
The City Hall! What connection the 
city hall haa with a public market it is 
difficult to concoivo, and our contempor- 
ary fails to enlighten the public. It is 
truo that The Colonist did oppose the 
building of a city hall in J 874, when the 
revenue of the city was only about £150,- 
000 and tho streets needed the expendi- 
ture of every dollar of tho scant amount 
at tho disposal of tho City Fathers. A 
city hall is a very different thing from a 
market. In tho one case tho money in- 
vested yields no return. In tho other, 
not alono will revonuo sufficient to pay 
interest nnd sinking fund bo derived, but 
a large, deserving and growing class of 
produoera will be encouraged to greater 
exortions and will bo brought face to face 
with tho oonsuniers. If our contemporary 
cannot discern the difference between a 
public market and the city hall we are 
sorry for himi and sorrier still for hia 
reader*.

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct 16 — Itev. Henry Ward 
Beeoher delivered an address to-day in 
Rev. Dr Parker's oity temple on "Pulpit 
Work." Ho dwelt upon tho aid news- 
papers reudored to tho preacher. A num- 
ber of questions were asked Buecher us to 
his doctrinea on retribution, and his an- 
swers caused intense excitement, several 
divines rising to their feet and loudly pro- 
testing against hia viowH. Boecher re- 
torted that any roan believing in retribu- 
tion who married, entered society, or 
united with a church waa a monater. 

London, Oct. 15. — The wind, which be- 
gan blowing a gale last uight, has been in- 
creasing all day and to-night is blowing a 
hurricane. The storm extends over tho en- 
tire southwest coast of England and Ireland. 
Serious damage is reported to shipping at 
Falmouth and Cowes. Several buildings 
are wrecked at Brighton. Thirty ships have 
lakon refuge at Furness harbor in the river 
Shannon. Two wrecks have been signalled 
in Bautry bay. It is feared that many cas- 
ualties will be reported. 

GERMANY. 
BeblIN, Oct. 15. — Eighty Polish laud 
owners held a meeting at PoBen to-day and 
resolved to establish a loan and trust bank 
with a capitnl of $3,000,000 to assist tho 
Poles in resisting the efforts of the govern- 
ment to Germanize thu Polish provinces.

Fearful Destruction of Life 
uud Properly at Johnson 
Bayou. 

Fatal shooting Affray-— The 
Burke-Carr Fislu. 

Galveston, Oct. 15 —'The excitement 
and interest over the dreadtul storm in 
Sabine Pass is in no way abated. Citi- 
zons aro taking active steps towards ox- 
tending substantial relief t;> the surviving 
victims. The government tugboat Pen- 
rose which started for Sabine yesterday 
has not yet returned, but is expected thia 
ovening. Her return is anxiously await- 
ed, but it is doubtful if parties on board 
of her can bring any later intelligence 
than haa been already received from 
Beaumont. 

San Fkancisoo, Oct. 15 — A sharp but 
short shock of earthquake was felt here at 
10 o'clock to-night. 

Somkhskt, Ky , Oct. 15.— Henry Bogle, 
special United States bailiff, and Edward 
Logan, special United States commission- 
er, met in the ottice of tha lat er this 
morning, and after a few words were ex- 
cnonged both drew pistols and commenced 
firing. Three balls took effect in Boglo's 
body and two in Ligan's; both are dying. 
Boglo and Logan are old revenue officers 
and prominent citizens of the county. 

Nkw Orleans, Oct. 15 - Capt. Bailey 
reports that there were '20 lives Inst by 
the recent storm on the bayous leading 
from the gulf in the direction and back 
of the quarantine station. 

A special to the Times-Democrat cor- 
respondent, who waa with thu party on 
the steamboat Lamar, dispatched to the 
scene of the destruction by the 
flood at Sabine pass and Juhnsun 
bayou, says of the latter phice: 
The steamboat went to Johnson bayou 
and returned in the afternoon with most 
distressing reports from the community, 
hundreds of persons being drowned as 
well as a fearfully complete destruction of 
property, including thuusands of head of 
live stock. Cameron beach hotel was 
seriously threaionod, but saved by tho 
cattle crowding in t j the lower story, 
thereby preventing the building from 
floating off with ita upper stories tilled 
with terror stricken humanity. The 
Emily P. and roliet paity for Johnson's 
bayou aro yet unheard from, anil lull par- 
ticulars of the disaster in that section can- 
not be given until hor return. It id safe 
to say no such destruction of life and pro- 
perty was ever known before on the tiulf 
of Blexico, and holp will bo needed and is 
asked from all quarters of the country. 

Lathi; — The Emily P. haa just arrived 
with 02 survivors. Thirty-seven bodies 
of persons, who were drowned at John- 
sou bayou, have been recovered, 
and sixty-five are still missing, 
but their names cannot be given. 
Previous accounts havo not been exag- 
gerated. The relief party report fearful 
devastation. The government tug Fen- 
roao haa also arrived, bringing the body 
of Mrs. J u uke. Those on board give 
gloomy accounts of the situation at the 
pass . 

Los A.Nimi.Ks, Gal., Oct. 15.— Tho. tight 
between Jack Burke and Jim Carr this even- 
ing was stepped by Capt.Kellerof the police 
force at tho end of the third round. Every- 
body was surprised to see the men so even- 
ly matched, all supposing Burke would 
punish Oarr badly from the start, (hi the 
other hand Carr got in as many ami as bard 
blows us the big man. There was no blood- 
shed and no knockdowns in the threo 
rounds, though thero was some very hard 
lighting on both sides. Small soft gloves 
were used.

A /LONDON SENSATION. 

Interest Kevivea in the Grout 
t:olln»Ca utnbel I Di voire 
Case. 

London, Oct. 9. — Interest in the great 
Colin-Campbell divorce case haa been re- 
vived by the otlicial announcement that 
tho trial will take place immediately upon 
the opening of tho law courts next month, 
and scarcely anything eUe is being talked 
of at tho clubs and in a cortain class of 
society circles. Thu hiiBband who seeks 
tho divorce is a yonnger son of the Duke 
of Argyle and brother of the Marq lio of 
Lome, aud despite tho moat earnest re- 
monstrances and ontreaties, he has deter- 
mined to persevere in the suit. Those 
who ought to be in a position to know, 
Bay that for sensationalism thu trial will 
rival tho famoua Mordaunt case, and that 
the developments will eclipse those made 
when the Dilko caso was before the same 
courts. No leas than fuur men aro 
charged in the petition with intimacy 
with Lady Colin Campbell. One of these 
is a duke, who has been mixed up in sev- 
eral similar scrapea; another is a physi- 
cian and surgeon, who only practices 
among tho very select, and who iB a great 
society favorite; another is a general in 
the army, who has alao won name and 
fame by hia productions in literature aud 
art, and another is a captain whoso ser- 
vices to the country have boon more than I 
once rocognized by the powers that be, 
and who is to-day a valuable public ser- 
vaut, The array of council which will 
be engaged in tho case will be larger and 
more influential than has appeared before 
tho bar of the divorce court for the past 
twenty-live years, with tho exception of 
the Mordaunt caso, and includes tho 
present attorney-general and solioitor- 
goneral, two ex-attoruey-gunorals (Sir 
Henry James and Sir Charles Russell), 
Sir James Parker Doano, queen's couiiboI 
and L. L. D. ; Hon. James Indorwick, Q. 
0. ; Sergeant B.illantyno, Q. C, 
and a half score of other 
legal lights. The retaining fees 
which the employment of such eminent 
counsel calls for will alone amount to a 
good sized fortune, and when tho thou- 
sand and one other items of expenditure 
aro taken into consideration, the cost of 
the trial will be enormous. It is just 
within the bounds of possibility that tho 
caso will be withdrawn from tho docket 
before tho day fixed for trial, but the be- 
lief in legal circles ia that it haa gone too 
far, and that too many of the facts havo 
become public to make auch a course 
probable. 

The Public Debt. 

(Toronto Mail.) 

Following the lead of Mr. Blake, our 
reform contemporary in thia city has once 
more aet about, the task of misleading ita 
roadora with regard to the debt of the 
Dominion. It ia therefore necessary once 
more to expose its misrepresentations. 
That duty ia rendered all the more easy 
from the fact that reform orators and 
paperH are ao contradictory in their state- 
ments that they discredit themselves, 
and leave little for their critics to do. 
For example, last fall Mr. Cameron, of 
Huron, declared in a stump speech that 
the debt of Canada in 1807 waa $75,000,- 
000, and 9292,000,000 in 1885. He un- 
derstated the former auoi by §18,000,000, 
and exaggerated tho latter by $28,000,- 
00O. There is little necessity of paying 
any heed to a man who is capable of this 
styla of argument, especially as his own 
friends repeatedly contradict him. 

In dealing with the public debt of the 
Dominion tho only official figures avail- 
able are those for the year ending July 1, 
1385 On that date the gross debt was 
§204,808,520. Against this were assets to 
the amount of §li8, 230,730. yielding in- 
terest at t l io rate of 3 jf per cent. The net 
debt, therefore, was 9100,571 ,784. In 
comparing these figures with those of the 
Mackenzie rtgimt it is important to re- 
member that while the interest bearing 
asaets in 1885 were one million in evory 
five millioua of gross liabilities, in 1878 
they wore one million in every fourteen 
millions. At tho same time, owing to good 
financial management, thu country in 1885 
was paying nearby sixty cents leas interest 
on every $100 than in 1875. The not 
debt, we have stated, in 1885 was §11)0,- 
571,784. Of this no leas a sum than 
$105,124,038 consisted of provincial debts 
assumed by tho Dominion. This amount 
is made up as follows:

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

A PcnioD of CoMMEriOML Depression — A 
Serious Demoit— Exoitino Scene in 
the Assembly. 

Sydney, N. S. W,, Oct. 7.— For the 
current year this colony has been suf- 
fering from a commercial depression, 
greater than anything remembered 
since the black period 22 years ago. 
Tl»e depression is directly due to land 
speculation. Last year large sums of 
money were locked up in lands, wl ich 
wero {divided either for farming pur- 
poses in the country or aa buildiug 
sites in the cities and towns. Theae 
landH, purchased in the finis place, on 
the installment system, wero sold on 
tho same plan and were eagerly taken 
up. But the thing waa overdone, and 
workmen and farmers failed to pay, 
the original purchasers fell back on the 
banks, which in time became crippled, 
and the locking up of so much money 
embarrassed business in all directions 
and the greatest distresa prevailed. In 
this city for months passed hundreds 
of families have been in receipt of 
Government relief, and tho same thing 
prevails in ull parts of the colony. 
The Government's (inancial statement 
was published to-day, and shows a 
deficiency of §10,000,000 for the past 
fiscal year. It is believed wo have 
touched bottom, and that already a 
slight revival of trade is felt, 

HUDSON'S KAY RAILWAY. 

Iteiuru of Hie Alert— The Sir a Its 
Open hi Least Four Months, 

Halifax, Oct. It, — The steamer Alort 
arrived here yesterday afternoon from her 
linal trip to Hudson's liny region, bring- 
ing back with her all tho observers and 
their instruments. The observers wero 
found in good health, with the exception 
of Mr. Shaw, of I'ort Burwell, who waB 
sull'eritig very badly with scurvy, but ho 
bus since entirely recovered. At most 
places game uf various kinds was so plen- 
tiful that the men rarely tiBtod salted or 
preserved beef, with which they were pro- 
vided. Birds and ti&h abounded, and some 
of the men frequently killed more than 
they required. Respecting the navigability 
of tho Hudson's Bay straits, Comman- 
der Gordon expressed the same opiniou 
hold by him on his return from last year's 
expedition. He regards tho straits as navi- 
gable, under certain risks early in tho sea- 
son, from tho beginning of July to tho end 
of October, and the period may be extended 
half a mouth more. The risks to be en- 
countered are at the opening of the season, 
when the ice is to bo mot, but these risks 
are not grave oiks, and the strait may be 
reuHounbly considered aa navigable for four 
mouths as stated. The Dundee whaling 
ship Arutic, Captain Guy, which is boutid 
up through Foxes Channel, passed Ashes 
Inlet, North Bluff, in tho centre of tho 
strait, on .)uue Cth.

Es«ii|it? of n Famous Nihilist. 

New York, Oct. 13.— The Sun's. St. 
Petersburg oorrcsootidout telegraphs that 
he learns, despite otlicial secrecy, that tho 
police havo received full confirmation 
from Siberia of the reported escape of 
Degaiell', alius .'ablonski, the famous Ni- 
hilist conspirator who planned and assist- 
ed in tho murder of Lieut. -Col. Suedekin, 
chief of police, and ono of his staff, nearly 
three yesrs at;o. The police have traced 
DepjaiefT to Geneva, and have vainly tried 
to Wheedle tho Swiss government into 
extraditing him. The police aro getting 
nervous over repeated escapes from 
Siberia this year. A few who havo ven- 
tured to return to St. Petersburg havo 
boon recaptured aud returned, but a ma- 
jority hu.v'0 made their way to Geneva and 
London, aud plotting against the govern- 
ment hs8 been renewed with redoubled 
fervor. Since June at least twenty 
Siberian prisoners havo escaped, includ- 
ing two cavalry officers and sevoral stu- 
dents, some of them escaping by way of 
Cambodia. Precautions which are ob- 
served throughout Siberia are so stringent 
that the government is persuaded that 
the escapes could not have been effected 
without connivance with prison officials. 
A special commission has been sent into 
Siberia to inquire into their causes, and 
to establish an entirely new system of 
prison government. Refugees report that 
the Siberian prisons and mines are crowd- 
ed with exiles. DiseaBo is rampant, and 
scurvy is especially severe. The mortal- 
ity, they siy, is frightful.

Boston, Oct. 15.— A special from Dig- 
by, N.S., says: The steamer Now Bruns- 
wick of the International lino when about 
12 miles out from Digby last night, was 
seen to send up rockets and flames wero 
aeen io the place where she stood.

Latkr —Yesterday afternoon the

Itcport of the Electric Light In- 
vestigation Committee. 



A special meeting of the counoil waa 
held in tho city hall last night. Present 
— Couns. Smith, Styles, Robertson, Vi- 
golius, Iliggins, Lipsett, Humber and 
Barnard. 

On motion of Couu. Smith, seconded 
by Ooun. Humber, Coun. Higgins was 
moved to the chair in the absence of his 
worship the mayor. 

TUB DEI'EKRED BALLOT. 

Coun. Lipsett asked if tho matter of the 
deferred ballot would be taken up. 

Tho chairman said that as he had bo- 
lieved tho vote should bo by ballot, the 
proaiding officer to give his casting vote, 
and as this had not been done, ho would 
declare the previous vote annulled. 

Coun .Lipsett then moved that a new bal- 
lot be taken to decide which of the two ap- 
plicants for tho street inspectorship be 
appointed. Seconded by Coun. Smith 
und carried. 

Tho chairman said that in tho event of 
a tie ho would not hesitato to obey the 
rules of order and givo an open vote. 

The first ballot resulted as follows: \V. 
Tierney, t; W. Irvine, 3. 

Tho chairman doalared Mr. Tiemoy 
duly elected, he having received a majori- 
ty of tho votes cast .

ELKCTRlC I.hlHT. 

Tho report of the oloctric light commit- 
tee was thou read sttling that the electric 
light waa now iq good order, and recom 
mending the engagement of Mr. McMict- 
tng at cj>li>0 por month to tnka full charge 
of tho-plant, the expenses of trimming 
lamps to be defrayed by him. 

Coun. Styles said ho thought that ac- 
cording to the chairman's ruling the elec- 
tion of an officer should ba by ballot. 

Coun. Barnard said that Mr. McMick- 
iug was a servant of tho corporation at 
tGO por month for repairing the old lamps. 
The report suggested that ho bB continued 
at the increased salary. 

Coun. Smith said the name of Mr. Mc- 
Micking should be dropped and tenders 
called for in the usual way. 

Coun. Robertson said Mr. McMicking 
waa never appointed by ballot. Then we 
hold now applications for tho position 
and he contended that a vote by ballot 
should be had. 

Coun. Birnard nude an explanation 
when — 

Coun. Robertson askod how it wm that 
if Mr. McMicking was tho city electrioiaii 
he sent in u bill for $50 for examining tho 
Sparry light. 

Coun. dumber said it was because he 
did extra work. He believed that a man 
should be had at a good salary to attend 
to ao important a branch of tho service, 
and the committee thought Mr. McMick- 
ing waa the proper man. 

Ooun. Smith then movod, seconded by 
Coun. Robertson, that Mr. McMicking'a 
name be expunged from the report. 

Coun. Vigoliu* thought the amend- 
ment waa not in order. We wanted a 
good man, and Mr. McMioking waa such 
and lived among ua. He believed that he 
should receive the position, being aapa- 
ble, before a stranger. He believed the 
report waa in order and would support it. 

Coun. Barnard said that in tho event 
of applying by advertisement, Mr. Mo- 
Micking might not apply and aorae stran- 
ger would be appointed upon whom, per- 
haps, no rolianco could be placed. 

Coun. Iiipaett was of opinion that the 
committee had gone thoroughly into tho 
matter and believed Mr. McMioking 
was quite capable of taking oare of the 
dynamcs and lights. We had depended 
too inu'eh on strangers. He would uphold 
the report. 

Coun. Itobertaon believod that Mr. Mc- 
Micking was quite able to take charge of 
the lights, but he should have posted tho 
councillors better in reforeuce to the 
Sperry light. It should have been tested 
for 1C hours before Mr. Green waa paid, 
and waa not. He was not satisfied with 
the machinery and bolievod that it waa 
"mechanically handicapped" — that every- 
thing waa not honeat. The improvements 
auggested had not beon oarried oat, and 
ho did not wish to seo Mr. McMioking 
standing in tho way of the best interests 
of tho city. 

The chairman ruled that part of tho 
report having reference to Air. McMiok- 
ing out of order. 

The report waa then amendod by the 
omission of Mr. McMicking's name and 
the word "electrician ' aubatituted, and 
ulao that portion of tho report giving the 
committee power to appoint an electri- 
cian. 

The roport as amended was on motion 
adopted.

The monthly report of the acting Su- 
perintendent of Polico Flewin was read 
aud, on motion, adopted.

ELKCTRlC LICUT INVEST 1(1 ATION. 

The roport of the special eleotrio light 
investigation committeo wai then road as 
follows : 

ELECTRIC LIOUT INVKSTIOATINO COM - 
MITTEK'h REl'ORT. 

Your committee to whom wu.o referred 
all matters connected with th» unsatis- 



factory condition of the oloctric light 
machinery, respectfully report 

That they hold five aittings and took 
the evidence of several scientific and 
practical witnoKsea. They also obtained 
reports from Mr. D. Cartmel, fleet en- 
gineer, lt.N., Mr. A. Hendry, city en- 
gineer; Mr. Nicholas, aotg. steamboat 
inspector, and Mr. MoMicking, city 
electrician. 

From tho mass of evidence it would 
appear that the specification j for the ongine 
as prepared by tho lute Mr. Vigor wore 
departed from' at the Albion Iron Works, 
and that tho departures wore sanctioned 
by Mr. Vigor with the alterations; the 
working plans bearing his aignature. 
(See appendix "H.") 

No working plans for the cylinder of 
tho engine were produced before tho 
committee. 

Mr. A. Gray, lato manager of the Al- 
bion Iron Works (see evidence), states 
that new plana for tho cylinder wero not 
made, tho pattorn of a cylinder, with 
alight alterations, used in the construc- 
tion of a former engine having been 
adopted with Mr. Vigor's consent Mr. 
W. h\ Bullon confirmed the ovidonco of 
Mr. Gray. 

Mr. Spratt, who succeeded Mr. Vigor 
as inspector, stated that a terrible mistake 
had beon mado in the engine, but that 
when ho took charge of the 
work both engine and boiler were 
completed. Ho had felt it bis duty in the 
interest of tho city to make extensive 
ehaugos in tho sotting of the machinery at 
the electric light building, which changes 
were oarried out with the consent of the 
oloctric light committee. 
ffeTlie consensus of the evidence is con- 
demnatory of the steam-surface of tho 
boiler as being too small. There is also a 
unanimity of opinion that the tubes uru too 
small, aud the cylinder, although adapted 
to a certain class of work, is not the best 
that could have been designed for the pur- 
poses of electric lighting. 

The evidence of the engineer aud fireman 
having disclosed the fuel that the consump- 
tion of coal was tbreu tons to a run of eight 
or nine hours, tho committee (with tho 
sanction of tho mayor) instructed Mr. 
Hendry to effect certain alterations recom- 
mended by Mr. Cartmel, It. N*., Mr. Spratt 
and Mr. Nicholas, at a comparatively small 
cost. The committee are gratified to bo 
able to state that the consumption of coal 
bus since been materially lessened, and tho 
etliciency of engine and boiler iucreasod, Mr. 
Hendry now reports that the total cost of 
coal per annum will not exeeed| $2, COO. 
Arrangements have also been made by the 
electric light committee to procure and store 
sluck by the cargo from Nanaimo, that des- 
cription of ooul, at $2.75 or $3 per ton, be- 
ing found to answer tho purposes of fuel as 
efficiently as tho butter gratles of coal at 
$n.50 and per ton. 

Jt has betu found impracticable, however, 
in consequence of the sin u linens of 
the new boiler to diBpouse with 
the old boiler which, of course, adds to 
tho consumption i,f fuel. 

In the report of the electric light com- 
mittee of 12th December, 1885, (page 0), 
tho total oust of machino power to drive 
the dynamos is estimated at $2,780. Tho 
council will seo that thia ostimato has 
been exceeded in the ratio of mora than 
two to ono, the committee of 1 Q 85 hav- 
ing failed to take into consideration the 
cost of pullaya, bolls and steam ennneo- 
tioua, which havo swollen the total oost 
of tho electric light machinery from 
S2.780 to §5,80:1,00. an iucroase of &l,02oV 
06. 

It having beon brought to the notice of 
the committee that the Sperry lamps were 
unprovided with hoods or protection 
against rain, tho company's represent- 
ative was required, with the advice of 
Mr. MoMioking, to supply a gasket with 
each lamp. 

In conclusion your committeo submit 
that thu untimely decease of Mr. Vigor 
placod them at a serious disadvantage in 
pursuing their researches, but they havo 
no heaitatiou in saying that tho original 
plans wero defective, as is shown by al- 
terations in tho working plana which 
bear Mr. Vigor's signature. How far the 
existing defects have been remedied 
had Mr. Vigor lived must always be a 
matter of conjecture, 

Your committee cannot rofrain from ex- 
pressing astouishmont that tho coiiBtruo- 
tion of the cylinder was undertaken with- 
out any working plans having been pro- 
vided. 

Your committee are furthor of opinion 
that no contract should in future bo en- 
tered into on behalf of tho city without 
the fullest details having been first pro- 
vided, as to oost. Tho bill of tho Albion 
Iron works for extras is submitted for ex- 
amination by the finance committee,

8BWEBAQE REPORT. 
The roport of the sewerage commit Lee 
wbb then read as follows: 

Victoria, B. C, 13th Got., 1880, 
To BU Wontldp the Mayor aiui City Coun- 
cil: 

Gentlemen, — Tho working plans, spe- 
cifications, anil bills of quantities having 
been received from Pickering & Cromp- 
ton for draining tho city, your sewerage 
committeo will cause a bylaw to be pre- 
pared for tho purpose of carrying into of- 
fect the system as proposed by those gen- 
tlemen. The object of tho bylaw ia to 
show how tho Boworago achoino can be 
carried out und enable the corporation to 
procure a privato bill at tho brat meeting 
of the legialaturo to borrow a sufficient 
sum for the construction of tho works. 
Your committee havo osrofully consider- 
ed tho amount of interest tho bonds 
should bear, also the time when they 
should bo repaid, and have come ti) tho 
conclusion thut thoy should bo floated at 
4J, per cent, and repaid in 50 years from 
date of iasue. In order to pay tho interest 
and sinking fund on the amount rotmirod, 
viz , $500,000, tho Bum of $26,933 would 
havo to be raised annually, which sum 
would bo oquul to three-fourths of 1 per 
cent, on tho assessed value of tho proper- 
ty within tho sower limits, but instead of 
levying a rate upon tho aasossed v,.luo of 
the property, your committee havo pre- 
pared a sehenio for charging a bowot rant, 
at so much per foot frontage, and for that 
purpose havo divided tho city into aower 
districts, classifying the proporty acoord- 
itig to what wo think ought to be charged 
for the benofils derived from said system 
of sewerage, and wo aro of opiuion that 
tho oouuoil by adopting this plan, will be 
levying a more equitable rate than if 
baaod upon tho aaaoHaod value of tho pro- 
perty. For example, take a lot on Gov- 
ernment street occupied as three stores, 
with throe or four offices upstairs, the 
assessed valuo of which is $2'J,200, as 
compared with a lot on Pandora street 
with a building thoroon capable of ac- 
commodating 12 persons, the aeaoasod 
value of which ia $3,500; if a sewer rate 
was levied according to the assossod value 
tho former would havo to pay $160. 50 
yearly whilst the latter would only pay 
820 25, thus showing how unftir such a 
ruto would be, but undor the frontage 
nchonio, tho first named lot would pay 



$16.50 yearly, the latter #12. This, we 
submit, ia a strong argument in favor of 
tho frontago scheme, which has been 
adopted in most eastern cities. 

The district plan will give an annual 
income of $32,000, which will bo quite 
sufficient to moot tho interest ar.d sinking 
fund, with a surplus for maintenance and 
working expenses. 

It is proposed before asking the legisla- 
ture for a private bill to submit tho bylaw 
embodying the scheme to tho ratepayers 
for their approval or dissent, at an early 
date. D. W. Eiouins, Chairman.

Couu. Higgins Baid there was no doubt 
now in the minds of any one that a sew- 
erage system was a necessity, Gwing to 
the scurcity of funds it had heretofore 
been found impossible to carry out a 
acheme. The people had favored a sower- 
age project last year, by authorizing the 
lust council to prepare plans, and he felt 
that the present scheme, as designed by 
Messrs. Crompton and Pickering would 
answer all the needs of tho city and be 
taken into favorable consideration, 

The scheme in detail was as follows : 
Scheme for raisingsufficient money by way 
of Sewer Rent within the Sower Lim- 
its for tho purpose of paying tho in- 
terest and sinking fund on $500,000, 
that being the estimated amount re- j 
quired to drain tho city, also for tho 
maintenance and working expenses of , 
the sowers when constructed. 
It is proposed to divide tho city into 
districts and classify them as follows: I 

CLASS A. DISTRICT 

Being that portion of the city, commenc- 
ing at the southeast corner of Douglas and 
Fiagard atreots; thence running along the 
east side of Douglas street to Humboldt 
street; thence along the south side of j 
Humboldt street 1 i Wharf street; thence 
along the west sidu of Wharf street to I 
north aide of .Johnson street; thence along . 
the north side of Johnson street to St. ire \ 
street; thence along tho west side of Storo 
street, opposite south side of Fiegard 
street; thunco along south side of Fiagard 
street to point of commencement, amount- | 
ing to 31,500 feat, more or leaa, front ige 
at thu rate of 25 conn per foot, $7,875. 

CLASS U. DISTRICT, | 

Commencing at the northeast corner of 
Douglas and Pandora atreeta along the !

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THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

Canada (and the United States Have a 
New Cause of Contention 

Washington', Oct! G. — Another dis- 
pute is likely to arise between the 
United States and Canada over the 
Southern boundary of Alaska. A tele 
gram from Ottawa announces the dis- 
covery of gold placer deposits from 
which the value of $24,000 had been 
collected, situated on or near the 
boundary line between southeastern 
Alaska and British Columbia. The ex- 
act locality of these new diggings is 
not given, but they have probably been 
found upon one of the small rivers 
tributary to the Stiakine, the principal 
river of southeastern Alaska, or out; of 
the small rivers behind Revella Gigedo 
Island, and near the extreme south- 
eastern boundary of Alaska. The dis- 
covery of gold in these lecations in 
paying quantities is made the pretext 
for a call for a joint commission to 
locate exactly this southern boundary, 
which, although agreed to between 
England and Russia, was never ac- 
curately surveyed. By the terms of the 
treaty of cession between the United 
Statea and Russia, it is provided that 
the line parallel to the coast, shall be 
determined in distance from the shore 
by the range of mountains, where the 
latter are not more than ten marine 
leagues from the sea. The only differ 
eneos of opinion among those who have 
surveyed the coast is whether the nego- 
tiators of the treaty meant to locate 
the lines on the lirst , or the second and 
higher and less broken range. The 
area between is of no value unless gold 
or other metals shall be found in suf- 
hcient quantities to pay for their ex 
traction. At present there is nothing 
in the mining laws and regulations of 
the United States or Canada to prevent 
tho minora of either country working 
the mines and placers of either countrv 
on an equal footing. Tho mining laws 
of Canada demand a small fee of So 
from claimants to a a ledge or deposit, 
whilo on our side of the boundary our 
laws are still moro liberal. There is no 
restriction upon citizens of the United 
States owning and working claims in 
British Columbia, and none upon Cana 
dians working and owning claims In 
A laska. 

As the United States owns the coast 
line and controls tho rivers and fiords 
which lend up to the mountain district, 
it controls the only avenues of access 
to any mining districts which have 
been or are likely to be disci 



that part of British Columbia which 
lies eastof tho Alsska mountain bound- 
ary. It is therefore, an unnecessary, 
uncalled-for , and unwise measure, to 
introduce a contention over the bound- 
ary Hue between southeastern Alaska 
and British Columbia into our already
